They are of the greater 
authority, from his h'aving been appeal- 
ed to by those who sustain doctrines 
opposite to those which he avows and 
defends. 
He stands, in this respect, as 


the arbiter between contending parties ; 
and it is hoped that his lucid exposi- 
tions will go far to convince,many who 
have heretofore seriously questioned 
the power of Congress which he main- 
tains. 


In the calm philosophy of his retire- 


ment from the turmoil of the world, the 
judgment which he has deliberately 
formed, and now argumentatiyely sus- 
tains, cannot be suspected of being in- j 
Jluenced by any political bias or casual j 
excitement. 
His is the wisdom of age !

LETTER I. 


MoNTEPELEEK/Sept. 18, 1828. 


DE\R SIR: YourJate'letter reminds 


me of our conversation on the consti- 
tutionality ,of the power in Congress to 
impose a tariff tor the encouragement 
ofin an ufac lures ; and "of my promise to 
sketch the grqunds^of the confident o- 
piriion I had expresse'd, that it was a- 
mong the powers vested in that .body. 
I had.not forgotten my promise, and 
had even began the taskjof fulfilling it; 
but frequent interruptions, from other 
causes, being followed by.a bilious in- 
disposition, 1 have not been able sooner 
to comply with your request. 
The 


subjoined view of the subject might 
have been advantageously, expanded ; 
but I leave that improvement to your 
own reflection and researches. 


The Constitution vests "in Congress, 


expressly, "the power to' lay and collect 
taxes,-duties, imposts, and excises;'' 
and "the power to regulate trade." 


That the former power, if not partic- 


ularly expressed, would have been in- 
cluded in the latter as one of the ob- 
jects of a general power to regulate 
trade, is not necessarily impugned by 
its being so expressed. 
Examples ol 


this sort cannot sometimes be easily a- 
voided, and are to be seen elsewhere in 
the Constitution. Thus the power "to 
define and punish offences against the 


was'admitted to lie, as far as that was 
the case, ir» the British Parliament; the

To assume a power to protect our

power which has been exercised by all

House of Rep rest mat i'.es of South Ca- 
rolina, on the 15th Dec., by a \ ote of 
97 to 21 :— 


Resolved, That it is expedient to make 


our solemn protest against the uncon- 
stitutionally and oppressive operation" 
of the system of protecting durie.s—al- 
so to have such protest against the sys- 
tem entered on the Journals of the Se- 
nate of the United States—and to make 
a public exposition of our wrongs, and 
of the remedies within our power, to 
be communicated to our sister States, 
with a request that they Hill co-operate 
with this State in procuring a repeal 
of the Tariffs for protection, and an a- 
bandonment of the principle, and if 
they be not repealed, to co-operate with 
us in such measures as may be neces- 
sary for arresting the evil. 


On the irt'i, the ''Protest to the Se- 


s presen.^tvsfem of pro 


tectifift duties is unconstitutional, and 
that it calls for a solemn protest^ a pub- 
lic exposition of wrongs, and an appeal 
to other States to enter imo alliance 
with South Carolina "to efl'ecta repeal 
of the late Tariff'."
